The Republican presidential nom- 
ince, speaking on the “richest hill 
in the world” in Butte, Mont., said 
jast night: 

“In April, 1937 when the (busi- 
ness) pickup was coming, the Pres- 
ident made a public announcement 
that the price of commodities was 
too high. 

“The effect was very disastrous 
throughout the world, in my judg- 
ment: It was a factor in the eco- 
nomic decline of the democracies of 
Europe and thus contributed to the 
rise of Hitler.” 

A cut in copper prices resulted, 
Willkie said, bringing a wage cut 
for “every man who worked in the 
copper mines of this area.” 

There was applause from many 
in the audience seated beneath foot- 
ball floodlights.

Gen. De Gaulle’s Headquarters 
Explains Attack Upon Dakar 


LONDON, Sept. 25 (AP). — Gen. 
Charles de Gaulle’s headquarters 
issued this communique last night: 

The genesis of the operations 
which are taking place at Dakar 
at this moment can be established 
as follows: 

(1) Ever since the armistice, man- 
ifestations and movements of all 
kinds have been taking place in 
French West Africa in favor of re- 
sistance, where of Gen. de Gaulle 
has taken the initiative. These 


NLY a few short and tragic 

months ago authorities in the 

United States and England were| 
confident of the might of seapower 
and the invincibility of warships, 
the conclusive efficiency of ,anti- 
aircraft gunfire against air attack, 
and that conveyed merchantmen 
were immune from air attack. 

In the present Battle of Britain, 
the battle is over Britain, and anti- 
aircraft gunfire is still an inconse- 
quential factor in defense.

(5) Ever since the armistice, 
French West Africa has been shut 
off from the outside world and has 
seen her commerce paralyzed and 
this has resulted in great suffering 
among the populations, particularly 
in the matter of food. It therefore 
was necessary to come to the aid of 
this population to free the port of 
merchandise lying there with a 
view to exporting it and feeding 
European native populations. 

(6) The spirit of resistance of 
the population has not ceased to 
grow, encouraged by the ‘rallying 
of French East Africa and particu- 
larly Chad, which belonged to the 
same economic system as French 
West Africa. 

(7) To respond to the desire of

This is absolutely in 
accordance with the pledges given 
by. the British Prime Minister— 
pledges under the terms of which 
the British fleet must co-operate 
with the free French forces to as- 
sure protection of any French col- 
ony which has pronounced in favor 
of De Gaulle. 

(9’ It was thus at the head of 
his troops that De Gaulle arrived 
off Dakar Monday morning, not 
aboard a British flagship but aboard 
a ship of the free French naval 
forces. In his anxiety to avoid all 
bloodshed, De Gaulle sent emis- 
saries ashore under the flag of 
truce. These emissaries were aboard 
an unarmed launch flying the 
French ensign and a white flag. 
Despite the desire of the popula- 
tion the local authorities decided to 
reject De Gaulle’s ultimatum and 
orders were given in consequence. 

Thus it is that the Dakar author- 
ities were the first to assume the 
responsibility in opening hostilities 
against the French by giving or- 
ders to fire on the launch which 
brought De Gaulle’s emissaries. 
Two of these emissaries were seri- 
ously wounded.

interesting sefmons. Afraid to revolt during childhood, they 
cherish this animosity and eagerty rebel as soon as they can 
get away from home. In college, therefore, they refuse to at- 
tend church and may more actively strike back at their par- 
ents, albeit indirectly, by espousing atheism and bitterly attacking 
religion. Or when they go out in life they condemn the church.

IN GENERATIONS PAST, many church people lacked per- 
spective. They didn’t use good horse sense or sound applied 
psychology. Having fled from European lands because of re- 
ligious persecution, they instituted similar persecution upon 
their own children. 

It is usually better educational policy to coax or entice a 
child along the correct pathways than to force or club him. 

Camille’s parents are so stupid and unwise that it seems 
impossible such behavior can exist today.

A child must be taught morality, for he never inherits it.

Deafness Can 
Develop From 


Child's Throat

ROM the viewpoint of function 
EF the organ of hearing consists of 
two parts: 

First the sound-conducting part. 
This consists of the external ear, 
the ear drum and middle ear, and 
part of the internal ear. Second, 
the sound-perceiving part which 
consists of the organ of Corti in 
the cochlear bone of the internal 
ear where the end fibers of the 
auditory nerve are spread out in 
a spiral shape so that each one, 
like the individual pipes of an or- 
gan, responds to a single note. 
Then the auditory nerve and the 
sound perceiving areas of the 
brain. 

The auditory nerve and the audi- 
tory areas of the brain are almost 
never involved in a case of deaf- 
ness.

CONGENITAL DEAFNESS in- 
volves almost always the organ 
of Corti. This may be ue to the 
absence of the nerve fibers or mal- 
development so that there is no 
perception apparatus to cal] into 
play. Malformation of the bone in 
which the organ of Corti is placed 
will do the same thing. In children 
with absence of the thyroid gland 
—cretinism—the inner ear spaces 
are filled with a heavy (myxoma- 
tous) material. 

Most cases of deafness in chil- 
dren are of the conduction type due 
to inflammation of the middle ear. 
The commonest cause of such in- 
flammation is from infection in the 
throat, most often an infected ade- 
noid that lies over the end of the 
Eustachian tube. The Eustachian 
tube goes from the throat to the 
middle ear. 

Any of the infectious diseases of 
childhood may leave an infection 
in the middle ear as a residue or 
sequel—measles, scarlet fever,” in- 
fluenza and meningitis are particu- 
larly dangerous in this respect: 
whooping cough less so. 

The canal of the external ear can 
be affected so as to cause deafness 
in childhood. Boils or plugs of 
wax are the commonest forms of 
such obstruction.

N I. Q. can be a useful tool in 
Aur hands of the expert psychol- 

ogist and teacher. It can be 
a dangerous nuisance if it is han- 
dled by an amateur. Only the 
skilled, thoroughly trained spe- 
cialist should attempt to take the 
I -Q. of any child, and only the 
trained teacher should make use 
of it. 

At its best the I. Q. is an indica- 
tion of the state of the child’s 
mental powers, in the tested fields, 
at a certain hour on a certain day, 
under certain conditions. To make 
sure that it is accurate it should 
be taken several times under as 
close a likeness to the conditions 
of the original test as possible. 

After it has been found, what 
then? If you will take my word 
for it, put it aside, go ahead as 
if you had never taken it, and 
wait to see how the child heads 
up. Don't let it make you do any- 
thing drastic about the education 
or management of the child until 
you have taken the test three 
times and have worked with the 
child under ordinary conditions for 
a year. If after that the child’s 
behavior justifies the I. Q., change 
his courses to meet his apparent 
needs.

"What a Silly Way to Earn a Living 


Thus Speaks Actor Richard Carlson of His Work

HOLLYWOOD, Cal. Sept. 25. 
Pp ICHARD CARLSON has dedi- 

cated his life to living aown the 

reputation that he is a genius, 
but now that there is a dea] afoot 
to have him both direct and take 
the lead in a movie version of a 
play of his own writing, the old ac- 
cusation that Carlson is unusually 
well-endowed mentally is giving 
him trouble again.

As a matter of fact, Dick’s Hol- 
lywood career seems plenty silly 
to a lot of folks beside himself— 
folks who think that the movies 
are slightly beneath a guy with a 
Phi Beta Kappa key and an M. A. 
degree, summa cum laude. But 
then, these folks admit, there never 
was much sense to the way this 
Carlson kid made use of his nat- 
ural mental endowments. Take, for 
instance, the time he had $2500 in 
scholarship prizes and an offer of 
a professorship at the University 
of Minnesota, 

“T settled the question as to 
whether I wanted to be a pro- 
fessor or an actor by flipping a 
coin one day in a beer parlor,” 
the unpredictable Carlson laughed. 
“So I am an actor and in certain 
moments of discouragement now I 
wish that that coin had come up 
differently, but then I ‘was never 
known to be satisfied with what 
I was doing at the time.” 

But to start at the beginning 
with a few of the things Dick has 
done—and with which he has never 
been satisfied—there were the free 
verse, poetry and plays he wrote in 
grammar school. One _ three-act 
play he wrote was considered 80 
good that his teachers waited six 
months until he graduated into high 
school to produce it—so they could 
use older actors. The Minneapolis 
drama critics hailed the freshmal 
author as a genius, but Dick denied

that he even knew how to spell the 
word. 

In high school he was something 
of a problem genius because, as he 
says, he made up his mind that 
there was nothing mugh you could 
learn anyway and so he devoted 
most of his time to extra curricular 
activities and girls.

Then came university and more 
honors.

‘W HILE i was taking my 

masters I had a job teach- 

ing English,” Dick ex- 
plained, “and I actually thought 
at that time that I'd turn out to 
be an English prof, but there was 
always that bothersome interest I 
had in dramatics. I was always 
directing, writing, or acting in plays 
and so one day while I was lapping 
up a little beer with a friend of 
mine, I decided to flip a coin and 
abide the decision of chance.”

“So, salvaging what I could of 
my bankroll, 1 headed for Holly- 
wood,” Dick said, “and although 
the movie people didn’t fall all over 
themselves trying to sign me to a 
contract, I did get a lot of nice 
experience at the Pasadena Play- 
house.” 

But the Pasadena endeavor soon 
palled and Carlson decided on a 
nice bus ride to New York. In the 
big city he performed one of the 
neatest tricks of his career. With 
thousands of out-of-work actors 
besieging George Abbott for any 
kind of a role, Dick persuaded the 
producer to give him a job. It was 
a small role in that hilarious com- 
edy “Three Men on a Horse” but 
Dick got 32 weeks work out of the 
show. Following that he did sum- 
mer theater for a season, added 
his little contribution to Brock 
Pemberton’s flop “Now You've 
Done It” and at 23 landed the role 
opposite Ethel Barrymore in “The 
Ghost of Yankee Doodle.” 

Then Dick sold a play he haa 
written, “Western Waters,” whicn 
executed one of the most magnifi- 
cent flops in theatrical history, but 
the heartache of that was eased 
when Ethel Barrymore asked for
